Ex tension work is adapted to the needs 
of work ing men s clubs, young people’s so­ 
cieties, Young Men's Christian Associa 
tion, literary societies, Chatauqua circles 
aud all organ zations for mutual improve­ 
ment. 
The organization of the ( birago society 
has been effected by the co-operation of 
such k nown universities as the new C hi 
cago, Northwestern, Lak e Fori st, Win 
cousin, Indiana .Stale, etc. 
Eighty five 
courses of lectures are now offered by the 
society. 
To the farming community is 
especially recommended the course on 
agriculture, landscape, geology and plant 
life. 
To the mechanic the course in en­ 
gineering, electricity, mathematics and 
natural science. 
The other courses are 
equally comprehensive. 
The Dix on society will place before our 
citizens a course of lectures upon magnet­ 
ism aud electricity (with ex pciments) in­ 
cluding the following topics 
magnets, 
electric charges and discharges, currents, 
batteries, electro magnets, the telegraph, 
induction, telephone, dynamo, 
electric 
lighting and transmission of power. 
It 
is to be hoped there will be hufiicient in 
terest evinced to encourage this educa­ 
tional movement and that a sufficient 
number of membership tick ets be sold to 
ensure the financial success.
